Students  Clean, 
Prepare  Rifles 
For  Deer  Hunts 


The  old  30-06  is  getting  some 
attention  this  week. 

Students  are  cleaning  rifles 
and  stocking  up  on  shells  in  an- 
ticipation of  the  state’s  annual 
deer  hunt  opening,  Saturday. 


Two  areas  which  opened  last 
Saturday,  the  San  Juan  area  in 
southeastern  Utah  and  Black’s 
Fork  region  on  the  north  slope  of 
the  Uinta  Mountains,  gave  some 
hunters  a jump  on  the  season. 
But,  for  some  160,000  sportsmen, 
Saturday  will  be  the  first  day 
afield  for  the  buckskins  this  year. 


Wardens  warn  hunters  that 
red  must  be  worn  conspicuously 
and  that  deer  tags  must  be  fas- 
tened to  the  animal  immediately 
after  the  kill. 


Doe  or  buck  will  be  legal 
throughout  most  of  the  state. 
Hunters  should  check  carefully 
with  the  Utah  Fish  and  Game 
Deer  Hunting  Map. 


Local  areas  that  will  probably 
be  hard  hit — and  some  hunters 
will  get  their  deer — are  expected 
to  be  Hobble  Creek  Canyon,  the 
Timpanogos-American  Fork  Can- 
yon area  and  the  cedar-filled 
hills  west  of  Utah  Lake.
